TAXICABS ON THE WAY. 


Auto Vehicles That Register Cost of 
Trips Will Slash Carriage 


has been incorporated to carry on the 
business, and orders have already been 
placed for three of the vehicles. It is 
expected they will be delivered within 
three weeks. The taximeter rgisters the 
distance traveled, and, computes the 
cost at a given tariff. A dial inside the 
cab keeps the passenger informed. 

The vehicles of the new company 
will be propelled by gasoline. They 
will be constructed like an ordinary 
cab, and will seat four persons inside 
and one on the box with the driver. 

One of the most important features 
connected with the installation of the 
new service will be the general reduc- 
tion in cab fares. The Taxicab Com- 
pany has determined upon a low tariff. 
The cost of riding in the new vehicles 
will be 30 cents for the first mile, and 
10 cents for each additional quarter of 
a mile. This rate will prevail whether 
one person occupies the cab or whether 
the vehicle is loaded down to its full 
capacity. Thus, instead of paying 
to get to the railway station, a man 
will be able to take his entire family 
from a downtown hotel to the train 
for 30 cents. 

Orders will be placed at once for 
more of the cabs, and within the next 
few months the company expects to 
have twenty-five in operation.

COSTLY FUMBLE IN ATTEMPT TO 
AID WHOLESALERS. 


Rush Ordinance is Deferted and 


Make Their Fight in Courte—Coun- 
cif Will Consider increase in Sa- 
loon Licenses. 


. Internicine warfare has broken out in 
the ranks of the liquor men as 
result of a fumble yesterday morn 
Over an attempt to rush through the 
Councti an ordinance extending for 
twelve months the time in which the 
wholesalers must get inside the saloon 
zone or go out of business. Backed by 
a strong lobby of wholesalers, Attor- 
ney Frank James went before the 
Council at an adjourned session yes- 
terday morning, anid attempted to se- 
cure the immediate passage of the or- 
dinance. 

James was blocked neatly by Wal- 
lace and Dromgold, and in the genera! 
Giscvesion that followed a motion was 
carried to take up next Monday a gen- 
eral review of the liquor ordinances, 
with @ view of placing in effect a hori- 
Sontal increase in wholesale, retail and 
restaurant liquor licenses. 

This dragging of the saloon and the 
restaurant men into the fight of the 

has started dissensions 
among the liquor men themselves. The 
result is that prospects are bright for 
an increase in saloon licenses, and, 
possibly, in restaurant and wholesale 
licenses as well. 

An ordinance is now being prepared 
for presentation Monday, increasing sa- 
loon licenses to $150 a month, and res- 
taurant and wholesale licenses to $100 
a month. James's orctaance appears to 
have acted as a boomerang, wounding 
a number of his clients. 

A year ago the Council passed an 
ordinance limiting the granting of 
wholesale lNaquor licenses to the terri- 
tory now included in what is known 
as the saloon zone. Outside this zone 
there are at present twenty-four so- 
called wholesale liquor stores; in re- 
ality they are family liquor stores, for 
their sales are alinost always in quan- 
titis les than five gallons, the amount 
fixed by the United States government 
as the minimum for wholesalers. 

In order that there might be no 
confiscation of property, the Council 
voted to give to the outside dealers 
twelve months’ time in which to retire 
from business or to get inside the sa- 
foon zone. The year’s grace expires 
March 30; not one of the twenty-four 
on the outside has asked for a trans- 
fer to a place inside the saloon district. 

In his argument before the Council! 
yesterday, James urged that times have 
been such during the last six months 
that it has been impossible for the 
wholesalers outside the zone to dispose 
of their property except at a great sac- 
rifice. He asked that the time limit 
be extended for twelve months. 

Although it affects no license in his 
ward, Councilman Healy took the lead 
in the Council in advocating the pas- 
sage of the ordinance extending the 
time. He was supported by Lyon, but 
the other legislators appeared to be 
united in their opposition. e

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HE STUDENT NUISANCE. 

Not only at Stanford but at the University of 
Michigan and at several other American colleges 
has there been considerable trouble with students 
lately. Riots, “walk-outs,” mass meetings, resolu- 
tions and patades have been of recurring frequency. 
Faculties have been put to their wits’ ends in order 
to preserve order and discipline. Many cxpulsions 
have resulted. 

The philosophy of it all is that it is still impos- 
sible to put old heads on young shoulders. Boys 
will be boys, but it does seem that when ‘students 
make nuisances of themselves there ought to be 
| some way to sit down on them hard. When they 

carry their folly to the length that they throw the 
entire institution into chaos they cease to be inter- 
esting and make people who read the newspapers 
very tired indeed. 

It sounds funny, sometimes, to hear of the 
pranks of college boys, and it may be all right, in 
a way, when their actions can be called nothing 
worse than pranks. But when a lot of young 
hoodiums turn the school into a rough house and 
carry the thing so far as to interiere with the ef- 
forts ot their more serious associates to obtain an 
education in the short time dllotted to them, the 
law itself ought to step in and put a stop to the 
devilment. .

HE LATEST POLITICAL VICTIM. 
| For many months it hag been evident to 
thinking men that Korean Airicts had a real 
grievance, and that the intruding Japanese were 
proving merciless and unjust masters. Usually 
missionaries are the most trustworthy source of 
information as to the real state of affairs in the 
Orient, as they hold a detached position and are 
sympathetic toward the people. But in this case 
the Japanese have been prudent in their friendly 
attitude toward foreign missionaries in Korea, al- 
lowing them a free hand in their religious propa- 
ganda. This good will blunted the edge of criti- 
cism, and the missionary conveniently blamed all! 
military excesses and other outrages occurring in 
the peninsula on the martial law made necessary 
by existing conditions. A great revival movement 
has recently set in, the poor Koreans finding the only 
balm for their troubles in other-world comforts and 
consolations. This consideration does not make the 
revival movement less sinccre, but it furnishes a 
reason for its strength and volume. Meanwhile, 
the Korean patriot has either to gaze upon a coun- 
try abused and despoiled, or fiee to other lands 
to dream of revenge and to hatch political plots. 
Three years ago at Portsmouth, the man be- 
hind the scenes, in tle treaty negotiations between 
Russia and Japan, was a well-trained American 
lawyer, Henry Willard Denison. Again, at the 
second Hague conference, Denison appeared as 
technical adviser of the Japanese, who make no 
move without his advice. Durham White Stevens 
was another American lawyer who has been pilot- 
the Japanese government through 


troubled 

ters. A graduate of Oberlin College, he studied 
aw at Washington; and, as a young man of twenty- 
one, sailed for Japan to be secretary of legation 
in Tokio. He spent ten eventful years as adviser 
to our Minister there. Judge Bingham, who rep- 


resented this country at the Mikado’s court for 
many long years, was himself an eminent lawyer, the 
man chosen to conduct the case against Lincoln's 
assassins. As associate of Bingham, Stevens saw 
into the workings of men and methods in new 
Japan; and so impressed the Japanese Foreign Of- 
fice authorities with his tact and ability that he 
was invited to become counsellor of the Japancse 
legation at Washington. In this capacity he ren- 
dered invaluable services in the negotiations which 
led up to treaty revision. 

Just at this time there was serious friction be- 
tween Japan and Korea. The Japanese embassy 
in Seoul had been attacked, its members had to cut 
their way out with their swords through a crowd 
of assailants, and Japanese in Korean employ had 
been massacred. It was Stevens whom the gov- 
ernment chose to send, as foreign adviser, along 
with Hanabusa, their envoy, in the special mission 
that was to settle peace or war. He had thus an 
immediate acquaintance with the Korean situation 
from the very first. Seoul, the Korean capital, was 
the storm center in the troubles which ended with 
the Chinese war of 1803-4. Again Seoul was a 
storm center in the mightier Russo-Japanese con- 
flict. All the years Japan had been tightening her 
hold upon the country, and using it for her own 
ends, and Stevens looked on and directed opera- 
tions. 

Refore the close of the Russian war Stevens 
had been transferred to Korean employ, as ar- 
ranged in the protocol concluded between the Ja 
anese and Korean governments. To Korean 
triots he was therefore a hireling, who had sold 
his services to carry out a policy of ruthless spolia- 
tion. Practically no person is more appreciated or 
feared today than the keen-witted, unscrupulous 
American lawyer and politician, who can put a deal 
through in the safest and most efficient way. The 
Japanese Cabinet has made constant use of his 
services, and its policy cannot be thoroughly un- 
derstood without allowance being made for this 
influence. 

It is not surprising then that this foreign serv- 
ant of the Emperor of Japan, this dangerous in- 
strument for the carrying out of Japanese ends, 
should have earned the profound hatred of the 
Korean people. In Korea itself he could be well 
guarded by an efficient Japanese police and sol- 
diery, but_ as soon as he stepped on these shores 
his life was doomed. Sixty years ago the Japa- 
nese government was described as a despotism 
tempered by assassination; and in the Far East 
assassins are still esteemed and their graves be- 
come places of honor and reverence. Whoever 
mixes in oriental politics must, therefore, be pre- 
pared for the bullet or knife of the assassin. It 
is a matter of profound regret when this country 
is made the scene of such cruel practices. 


AVE THE NATION. 

For half a century the cry has come again 
and again to the Republican party to save the 
country and the party has always accomplished 
the task. From a disrupted Union, from industrial 
thralidom to foreign manufacturers, from a debased 
currency, from dishonor to the flag, the party has 
saved the country. 

The cry comes once again, “Save the country.” 
It comes to the Republican party, and if the coun- 
try is saved it must-be by this party. Sam Gom- 
pers demands that *he country be bound hand and 
foot and handed over to him. These men are in 
open rebellion against our form of government. 
They would enslave nine-tenths of the people more 
absolutely than men were ever held in slavery. 

“One law for all” is the American motto. Gom- 
pers would have laws bear down on nine men and 
not apply to the tenth. To save the country from 
this new tyranny, ‘from this new slavery, is the call.

lican party does not do it. The government must 
be by this party or by the so-called Democratic

The work- 
ingmen and the business men of America want 
fair play; they want individual freedom; they want 
Americans to do their own work; they want active 
business, good wages, prosperous times. Wanting 
these things they have always stood with the Re- 
publican party and will do so now. 

There is more at stake than party success next 
fall. There is the future of the party, and the good 
of the country for long years to come at stake. 
The party can afford to go down to temporary 
defeat from principle if need be, but cannot afford 
to win temporary success at the cost of betraying 
the country.

If they have their way, 
the brain of a Bacon or a Jefferson could not point 
out the differences between what the Republicans 
stand for and the tenets of the populists. Here is 
the danger. So long as Republicans make the 
political creed of the party the saving of the coun- 
try will be easy. Let the New-Lights in the Re- 
publican ranks copy the rough draft of the Denver 
platform and there will be no hope for the country 
grossly misled and more gross ly betrayed.

USINESS LOOKS GOOD. 

It is conceded that in dull times the rea! es- 
tate business is among the very first to feel the bad 
effects and when things improve is among the last 
to wake up and move. If this view is correct then 
the recent bad times in Los Angeles are dead and 
buried. Real estate business is good, on the whole 
very good, 

And the real estate business is on the most solid 
foundation. The buyers are investing, not specu- 
lating. One day during the week made a new 
record in the issue of more permits to build than 
were granted on any previous day in years remem- 
bered in the office of the building inspector.

HE GET-TOGETHER POLICY. 
The Son of Man, whose philosophy has in- 
terested mankind more than that of any ther, 
taught ages ago that “a house divided against itself 
cannot stand.” Facts are teaching the people of 
France that a nation divided against itself can no 
more stand than a family. 

For many past years the French people have 
been divided against themselves in an economic 
way. The division began far back and we may 
say originated in unjust treatment of the poor at 
the hands of the rich. The French revolution did 
not quite wipe out all the inequalities, before the 
law, of the common people. But that political, 
moral and economic earthquake did provide a way 
by which the people could at least slowly regain 
their rights. 

Movements of this kind never stop at the: right 
point. In the struggle to regain natural rights 
wrested from the people without their consent, in 
spite of their protest, in due time came, not in an 
upngtural way, an organization among the wage- 
earners for the purpose of mutual advancement. 
As this organization became more powerful, em- 
bodying practically all the working people of the 
nation in every branch of industry, it fell into the 
errors and wrongs which characterized the conduct 
of those against whose tyranny they were organ- 
ized to struggle. One tyranny, that of the wage- 
payer, was supplanted by a new tyranny, that of 
the wage-earner. ; 

Thus the basis for mutual peace and progress 
was no nearer establishment under the new con- 
ditions than under the old. The nation was. still 
divided against itself, and today this division is so 
nearly universal and the conflict growing out of 
it so sharp that the wisest people among the 
French see that unless a basis of peace, mutual un- 
derstanding and mutual helpfulness is reached, the 
national progress cannot persist. 

The result is the organization of the business 
men of France in order to oppose and combat the 
tyrannous unions. The organization just referred 
to is not that of the heavy capitalists or the large 
manufacturers. It is an organization among busi- 
ness men of moderate means. There are no less 
than 325,000 members of this business men’s or- 
ganization in the French republic. 

These business men have set before them the 
task of bringing together the wage-earners and the 
wage-payers of the nation in order to do away 
with the misunderstanding, the antagonism and the 
strife, which is sharper and more dangerous under 
the new tyranny of the unionized working people 
than even under the old tyranny of capitalists. It 
is more dangerous because of the overwhelming 
numbers of the wage-earning class who, of that 
ebullient temper which characterizes the French 
people, may break out into a new communistic up- 
rising as in the French revolution and as after the 
Franco-German war. 

The wage-carners of France are poisoned with 
socialistic notions beyond anything known in the 
other nations of Europe. They are not reflective 
and philosophical like the German state socialists. 
They are possessed of unnatural and unreasonable 
enmity against their fellow-countrymen who have 
in the past made money, acquired property, be- 
come wealthy, set up factories and mills and made 
themselves the directors and controllers of the 
various industries of the country. 

The business men of France find themselves 
threatened between the upper millstone of the 
wage-paying class and the nether millstone of the 
wage-carning class. Their purpose is to bring the 
two economic forces together, to establish a basis 
of mutual understanding and sympathy, a reason- 
able recognition on the part of each class of the 
rights and interests of the other, in order that upon 
this basis there may be built up @ eful and un- 
interrupted development of the try's business 
and thereby an era of progress, of better conditions 
for both the parties to the unnatural struggle. 

The task these business men have set before 
them is not an easy one. The French proletariat 
is not very highly intelligent and is not given to 
weighing matters coolly. Another dificulty is an 
entirely natural one arising from the congested 
population of the large cities. The French people 
are passionately attached to their country. It is 
wonderful, considering the low wages of capable, 
diligent men, on account of the competition among 
themselves for work, that they still cling to La 
Belle France. 

The point which mterests the people in this 
country most in this controversy and this attempt 
on the part of the mercantile classes to work out 
a solution for mutual understanding and to estab- 
lish a get-together policy is that socialism has 
reached a point in France where it has great- |

LOWER PRICES. 


SOME DROP IN FUEL LIKELY TO 
FOLLOW MUCH DRILLING. 


Enormous Extension of West of 
the City Field—How Will Ol) Get 
to Town Without New Pipe Line? 
Two Visitors Tell of Russian, 
manian, Galician and Borneo Dis- 
tricts. 


If the drilling now under way west 
of the city is all successful, a some- 
what lower fuel price is likely soon. 
Already there is a slight drop. A few 
months ago S5 cents to $1 was ob- 
tained in the field, 3% cents being about 
the average. Now it is $0 cents. As 
low as 75 cents was bid recertiy on 
a city contract. Of course, there is 
absolutely no reasor to look for any- 
where nearly as low prices as prevailed 
a year or so back. 

The production west of the city Is 
unquestionably very igh compared 
with two years «r even a year ago. 
The Amalgamated is, of course, the 
largest holder; but the Union, Rancho 
la Brea, American Petroleum (BE. L. 
Doheny.) the Los Angeles-Pacific Ral!- 
rvad, the Pacific Light and Power 
Company and A. L. Gilmour are also 
busy. The big feature is the immense 
extension west. Rigs are now working 
at Sherman and beyond. It is new bo- 
lieved’ that the land all around Bev- 
erley Flilis is oil-bearing. At this ter- 
ritory’s purchase the Amalgamated ob- 
tained oil rights, but a portion was 
lafd wut for a townsite, and here lots 
were sold with contracts forbidding 
any ‘drilling.
